Mr. Collins said when “you're 
talking about mercury levels in 
water, you're talking ‘in parts 
per billion, but in fish and sedi- 
ment you're talking in parts per 
million, which is considerably 
differen.” 

He said the harmful effects to 
humans. comes not in. drinking 
the water, but in eating the fish 
from contaminated waters. This 
is why ‘the provincial govern- 
ment recently posted signs in 
contaminated areas, warning 
fishermen not to eat their 
catches, 

Mr. Collins said the Winnipeg 


seminar again pointed out the’ 


need for more research on the 
tolerable mercury level for hu- 
mans, which the province has 
set as .05 parts per million. 

Once consumed by a fish, the 
metallic mercury becomes 
methol mercury, a highlytoxie 
form of the metal. 

“It has a multiplier effect in 
the fish," said Mr, Collins, add- 
ing that one figure often given 
is that the level of toxicity in- 
creases 4.000 times. He said it 
has been estimated that one 
spoonful of mercury is enough 
to contaminate 1,000,000 pounds 
of fish. 

Adding to the problem, he 
said, is that ‘small bottom fish 
contaminated with the metal 
are often the victims of preda- 
tors, such as pike or pickerel 
which are, in tum, contami- 
nated. This is another instance 
of the multiplier effect. 

“We look for a lot of other 
chemicals in the waters. such 
as arsenic or lead, but mercury 
is definitely the big offender,” 
said Mr. Collins.

Belfast 
Catholics 
Fight Army 


BELFAST (AP) — The Brit- 
ish army used all available riot 
weapons early today against 
Roman Catholic street gangs 
rampaging through this North- 
em Ireland capital for the sec- 
oad consecutive night. , 

Marksmen opened fire on gas- 
cline bombers, and soldiers 
manned water ‘cannons and 
moved in on the crowds behind 
blenkets of tear and nausea gas. 

The disturbances began be- 
fore midnight Friday night and 
raged past dawn. There were at 
least two arrests but no re- 
ported injuries. The area was 
reported quiet by 6 a.m. 

The violence apparently was a 
reaction to the shooting death 
Friday of Daniel O'Hagan. 19. 
He allegedly threw firebombs at 
troops in a melee touched off by 
the arrest of two youths who 
later were freed. 

Belfast Labor MP Paddy Ken- 
nedy charged Friday: 

“This young man (O'Hagan) 
had neither a petrol bomb nor 
any other weapon when he was 
murdered. The army is making

Size Replaced Elegance 
In Renaissance Doors 


Architectural motifs of the 
Renaissance period were ap 
plied to interior woodwork ani 
furniture about the middle of 
the 1%h century. Pieces were 
massive: size replaced ele- 


gance. 

The illustration shows the 
upper frame of a door and si- 
milar designs were used for 
fireplace mantels, mirrors 
and furniture. All were made 
with equally overwhelmiig 
quantities of wood. 

The revived Renaissance 
period lasted from 1850 to 
about 1875. Burled black wal- 
nut veneer was popular but 
many locally available woods 
were used, Pine was cheap. 
widely available and some 
times grained to look like wal 
nut or decorated with paint 
ed scenes. Pieces with painted 
scenes were once cheap: a 
dresser sold for abom $12. 
Beds, commodes, night tables 
and various other furnishings 
were in the same price range, 
but any might run to hund- 
reds of dollars now. 

Beds made in the mid-nine- 
teenth century and before are 
usually the wrong size for mod- 
ern springs and mattresses, 
and too high to use in today’s 
room with low ceilings, Room

so the bed head boards were 
often nine feet. 

Beds of the period, also built 
with huge quantities of wood. 
were most often built on the 
spot. They. were set in place 
in the room with no nonsensi- 
cal thought of them being mov- 
cd. They're easy enough to 
dismantle, though, and are 
valuable for the wood they 
contain. 

The door frame illustrated 
can be disassembled quite 
easily. The top carved brack- 
ets and the pediment they sup- 
port can be bought from 
wreckers for $25 or less. An- 
tique dealers sell the units as 
hand carved consoles for as 
much as $250. 

The outsides of window 
frames also were given re 
naissance treatment. Many 
are coming down with older 
buildings as urban renewal 
comes to cities. Brackets un- 
der cates and around window 
openings are usually sound if/ 
they have been kept painted. 
Most such decorations are 
hand carved pine and can be 
bought for about $1 each at 
wrecking sites, 

By 1875 tastes had changed 
and monumental Renaissance 
carvings and moldings were

—Follow storage directions 
on the labels of perishable or 
frozen foods. Hi 

—Refrigerate leftovers 
Promptly so that bacteria 
don’t get a chance to grow, 

—Keep cold foods cold (less 
than 40 degrees fahrenheit), 
and hot foods hot (more than 
140 degrees fahrenheit) for 
sale storage. 

—Refrigetate all dairy and 
whipped . vegetable oil prod- 
ucts, such as toppings. 

—On picnics or trips, take 
extra care with foods which

Drain thoroughly. Boil to- 
gether 6 cups sugar. the vine- 
gar and whole spices, tied 
loosely in a bag with a long 
string attached: When boiling 
pour over drained cucumbers 
end let stand 12 hrs. (Next step 
is done 3 times.) Drain. off 
pickling liquid. Add 1 cup su- 
Sar to it, bring to boil and 
pour over drained pickles. 
Let stand 12 hrs. Repeat 
twice, at 12-hr. intervals. un- 
til you have added the 2 
remaining cups of sugar. 

Finally heat pickling liquid 
without any more sugar.

Air Canada

MONTREAL (CP) — Airline 
passengers will have to pay 
higher fares on the more popu- 
lar domestic routes starting 
Wednesday but will get a break 
of reduced fares on less trav- 
elled routes and holiday excur- 
sions, airline spokesmen say. 

An Air Canada spokesman 
said his company applied to the 
air transport committee of the 
Canadian transport commission 
for increases on 150 routes and 
decreases on 410, leaving 27 un- 
changed. 

The Air Canada spokesman 
said the increases apply to “‘the 
more heavily travelled routes” 
and another company spokes- 
man said the decreases apply to 
routes "that nobody uses.”

Assurance Sought 
On Oil Drilling Move 


SARNIA (CP) — The Canadian-American committee 
on pollution passed'a motion at a special meeting Tues- 
day to ask. the provincial government’ for assurance 
that the permitting of gas and oil drilling on Walpole 
Island isn't an indication of a change in government 
policy. 

A. W. Murphy, chairman of the international com- 
mittee, said an appeal will be made to Allan Lawrence, 
minister of mines and northern affairs, for assurance 
that government policy on drilling in the Great Lakes 
hasn't changed. 

Mayor Paul Blundy of Sarnia called for the special 
session because he said the location of the drilling site 
in a low marshland on the Indian reserve island at the 
mouth ofthe St. Clair River threatened oil spillage. 

Donald Isaac, chief of the reserve, has criticized Mr. 
Blundy for his opposition, charging Sarnia is polluting 
the St. Glair River so the Indians have been forced to 
seek an alternate. source ‘of income to fishing and 
trapping. 

Dr. James Higgins, a research chemist and head of 
Sarnia Pollution Probe, told the meeting that 30 barrels 
of spilled oi] would be enough to destroy the Walpole 
Island duck hunting marsh.

Strange Legacy 

Marina Forter, widow of President Ken- 
nedy’s assassin, Lee Harvey Oswald. has always 
seemed a frank and honest sort of person.}In 
an interview in Redbook she tells of the ordeal 
of explaining to her daughter June, now 8, the 
events of seven years ago in Dallas. It was a 
necessary task, though, because eventually the 
youngster’s second grade came to study Presi- 
dent Kennedy and at one point she piped up: 

. “My first daddy killed him.” Better that she 
knew, her mother had reasoned, than that she 
iearn from others and be hurt morr. 

The Russian-born Mrs. Porter admitted too 
that she was doing the interview for money. 
She did not need the publicity; it had done her 

- nothing but harm, and if she had known what 
Would happen when she left Russia-she. never 
would have come — “even for all the goods 
that are here.” aes ete 

Then came a surprising statement. The 
United States, she sald, was the best country 
in the. world (a more accurate description 
would be that it contains some of the best, and 

worst elements of ‘modern man and his 
achievements), although she sometimes gets 
homesick for the land of her birth. “Homesick - 
to walk down the streets of a great city and 
amell the Russian smells.” 

It is a strange world, that of Marina Por- 
ter, who married again in 1965 and still lives 
in Dallas. She has benefited from 
the tragedy of November 22, 1963, from money 
sent her by sympathetic Americans after the

Wiliam Bisset, chairman of 
the Port Hope water commis- 
sion, appealed to residents at 
that time to conserve water.

The derailment blocked both 
CN main tracks and a passen- 
ger train behind the freight was 
held up for four hours before 
passengers were taken on to 
their destinations in buses.

Franca senses this coldness toward the arts: 


particularly since her return from the Inter-

Miss Franca spoke of the company’s prob- 
lems and needs in an interview with: Barbara 
Gail Rowes of The Globe and Mail. Noting the 
international recognition for Canada mani- 
fested by the Varna award, she said: “In Tor- 
onto I-am constantly on the defensive. 
Canadians regard culture as an accessory, a 
frivolous frill.

J. Stanard Baker, director of 
research and development in 
Northwestern University’s Traf- 
tie Institute, has spent 40 years 
studying automobile accidents.

“Baker's Law.” 

According to Mr. Baker, “‘dri- 
vers tend to explain their traf- 
fic accidents by reporting cir- 
cumstances of lowest culpabil- 
ity compatible with credibility." 
In simpler terms, this means 
that when a person becomes in- 
volved in an. accident through 
his own fault, he will probably 
stry to blame it on something 
else. 

“" Driving while intoxicated is 
highly culpable, Mr. Baker ob- 
setves. It is illegal and there 
are severe penalties. Consequ- 
ently, falling asleep will be re- 
ported in preference to intoxi-

During Congo President Joseph Mobutu's 
visit to Washington President Nixon is report- 
ed to have spoken of the African nation’s 
stability, adding that its policies were favor- 
able for foreign ‘economic investment. , 

It was ‘not always thus, for-the former 
Belgian Congo has emerged as one of black

That was in November 1965, five years after 
the country had achieved its independence. 


Mobutu, 2 man with a flair fon flashy 
uniforms, expensive cars and a general air of 
flamboyance, brought to politics the same sort 
of‘ firmness that turned the army from an 
undisciplined rabble into a force of increasing 
reliability. To “ensure the recovery of the 
country,” as he put it, he introduced rule by 
decree and took command of the security 
police. In March 1966 he took over all the leg- 
islative powers of Parliament and in June ex- 
Premier Kimba and three former Cabinet 
ministers were hanged on charges of plotting 
to kill him. 

Thus Mobutu has emerged as one of 
Africa’s strong men. For his Washington visit 
he. exchanged the familiar uniform (trade 
mark of other formidable political leaders like 
De Gaulle and Castro) for a dark suit and tie 
and brought with him his attractive wife. He 
came to see Mr. Nixon and (surprise in a world 
in which it is ‘in’ to knock the Americans) to 
express appreciation for-moré than $400 
million in economic aid in the past ten years.

There 
are numerous sports facilities, 
libraries anda number of 
other institutions designed to 
help the individual learn, en- 
tertain himself, develop his 
body or his mind,\ or to do all 
that at the same fime. 

We also believe that the pro- 
blem teenagers constitute only 
a small minority offour young- 
sters, and that the vast major: 
ity of our young do, i . 
find “something to do." They 
do not have to hang out on the 
-streets or try to blow their 
minds with drugs. They are 
thoughtful, intelligent young 
people who, as those “'over the 
hill’ would put it, have a 
healthy body. They have crea- 
tive ideas which they try to put 
into practice. They will be this 
country’s future leaders. 

If some teen-agers can't think 
of anything else. to do but 
mindlessly hang around street 
corners or burn rubber on their 
fathers’ cars, it Is a sad com- 
mentary on them — ‘not the 
older generation. 

Peterborough’s \civic leaders 
and, generally, the older gen- 
eration. can do more than they 
have done so far to better our 
youngsters’ chances to grow up’ 
well prepared for the com- 
plexities of modern life, There 
is always room for improve- 
ment. But what has been pro- 
vided ‘so: far is more than 
enough for basic requirements. 

‘The imagination’ to use them

Back in 
Ottawa last February he was one of a number 
of demonstrators arrested during. an anti- 
Vietnam war rally. : 

The Sun article told of the group's 
beginnings as an informal discussion Pp 
started at the University of British Cohenble 
by a student from India, Hardial Bains. And it 
told of Cruise's early conservatism and his 
sudden and apparently traumatic conversion 
to communism. * 

Nevertheless, The Globe and Mall's Ross 
Munro account is an interesting addition to 
what is already known of this extreme radical 
group and of Cruise. Himself a member in its 

-* early days.as “Little more than college bull 
sessions” in 1963, Munro says the one-time 
blazer and tie clad Cruise had once been 
denounced by Bains as “a Goldwater” because 
he said the United States should take a 
“firmer” stand in Vietnam. 

; So much for this handful of diehard 
radicals. There are probably thousands of other 
young people in Canada of similar views but 
they have not the same dedication or potential 
for fomenting violence. 

But Cruise we have mentioned before in 
this space. We have spoken of his radicalism, 
based on the west coast interview; we noted 
his campus activities and his anes af the time 
of the Ottawa demonstration in.February. He 
4s no new left-wing luminary on the Canadian 
weene; he has been engaged in subversive 
activities for some time now. Interesting though 
fs Munro’s statement that in addition to 
Canadian membership centred mainly in 
Toronto and Montreal there are adherents in 
Cleveland — and Dublin of all revolutionary 
places, Shades of 1916 and-all that, Actually, 
Bains established a cell there when he went 
to Trinity College in ‘1965 as a lecturer in 
microbiology. }

Anti-Americanism and by the same token 
a leftist slant in some segments of the Press 
and in CBC programming are part of the 
political phenomena of the ‘day.

wood premise that a handful of Americans 
drove the Japanese from Burma. Errol Flynn 
was the star and as we recall the film was 
called Operation Burma. ;

allies, but that was only after the United 
Btates had been forced into the fight by the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor.

America’s Obsession with Guns

With primaries set for Sep- 
tember and the congressional el- 
ections scheduled for November 
3. the powerful gun lobby in the 
United States has already gear- 
ed up to work against any politi- 
cian it considers its enemy. 
Among senators up for re-elec- 
tion who are on the lobby’s most- 
wanted list are Ted Kennedy of 
Massachusetts and Mike Mans- 
field of Montana, the Dermocrat- 
ic majority leader. But the num- 
ber one target of the gun crowd 
is Joseph Tydings, a youthiul 
Democratic senator from Mary: 
land. 

Senator Tydings’ “crime” — 
in the eyes of the gun lobby — is 
that he champions stricter gun 
controls. He certainly has his 
reasons, Assassination victims 
Sohn Kennedy, Robert Kennedy 
and Martin Luther King were 
all his friends. Mr, Tydings feels 
that 1968 Gun Controk Act is 
dud; only three of the 50 states 


require gun licences and in 35 
states lunatics can still legally 
own guns, he says. The gun reg- 
istration he has proposed is any- 
thing but repressive—it calls for 
serial numbers of all firearms to 
help trace . weapons used 
in crime. 

The senator has repeatedly 
told hunters and antique ; un 
collectors that the registering 
and licensing of guns wouldn't 
affect their interests. But a 
Maryland group calling itself Ci- 
tizens Against Tydings is waging 
a spirited campaign against him 
using — among other things — 
bumper stickers reading Gun 
Registration Means Gun Conlis- 
cation. In vain has Tydings 
pointed out that Americans, 
have been registering their 
cars and their dogs for decades 
without any accompanying {car 
of confiscation. 

Senator Tydings has ‘drawn 
the battle lines for a fight to the 
finish. “The nation’s gun lobby 
a powerful ‘and selfish special in- 
terest group, has apparently de- 


ci@ed that I am a peril to their 
profits and has marked me 
No. 1 on their national purge 
list,” he declares. 

It will be interesting to see 
what happens to Senator Tyd- 
ings in the Fall campaigning. 
The gun lobby is well organized 
and appear to have plenty 
money to use against candida’ 
it dislikes. But opinion polls tak- 
¢n at various times have shown 
that four out of five Americans 
approve of reasonable regula-. 
tion of firearms, 

It is no secret that the failure 
to enact effective gun control 
legislation in the United States 
is largely because of the fear of 
many legislators that bucking 
the gun lobby would be risky to 
their political careers. If Sena- 
tor Tydings is successful in his 
bid for nomination and later for 
re-election, despite the firearm 
fanciers’ all-out opposition, the 
gun lobby’s reputed ‘‘clout’’ 
could be exposed as just an- 
other of those political myths,

A Scottish Catholic who led 
the remnants of several regi- 
ments to Prince Edward 
County following the Ameri- 
can Revolution, Lieut. Arch- 
ibald McDonnell occupied the 
first house in Marysburg. It 
was built from sqyared tim- 
bers by ships’ carpenters in 
1784. 

This house became. “haun- 
ted" at his death in dramatic 
Style. It seems that {requently 
after later residents had set- 
tled,into sleep they would be 
awakened by the sharp sound 
of horses hooves approach- 
ing. 

Shaken from their slumberar 
the householders would rise 
and run to an upstairs win- 
dow to catch sight of the night 
rider. Although the sound of 
hoofbeats grew louder and 
loudér no horseman ever ap- 
peared and eventually the 
sound would die. It became 
the common conclusion of all 
who heard the tale that this 
was the of Archibald 
McDonnell leading his militia 
into. battle.

Scoffing at the idea that 
much was being done to com- 
bat pollution, Mr. Watson said 
“Very little’* was being done 
by Ottawa or Queen's Park or 
anywhere “because <we 
want to have our cake and eat 
it too.” Someone had said if 
you fell into Lake Erie to- 
day you would not drown, but 
decay. 

He challenged a society con- 
cerned with such trivialities 
as how to lose 10 pounds or 
find a place to park the car to 


Tealize it may have reached. 


the edge of the abyss and to 
find ways of retreating from 
it, even at the risk of a lower- 
ed standard of living. 

“We must do something 
about cars," he warned, sug- 
gesting that manufacturers 
should be compelled to install 
anti-pollution devices.

Whatever their ages, pati- 
ents tire of hearing doc- 
tors say “Don't do this” or 
“Don’t do that.” I’m as guilty 
as all the rest of my colleag- 
ues, 

But hear my confession: doc- 
tors tire of playing little gods. 
Like parents who are constant- 
‘ly saying “no” to protect their 
progeny, medical men be- 
come frayed around the edges 
after day-in and day-out nega- 
tion. We wish we could be say- 
ing “yes” for a change. 

Those who read my column 
fairly regularly, will recall 
that although I can say “no” 
with the best of them, | am 
occasionally lenient with the 
bad habits of the elderly, 

For example, if a 70- or 80- 
year-old is apparently healthy, 
I do not take his pipe. cigars 
or cigarettes away {rom him. 
The calendar has proved that 
he is an exception that can get 
away with a bad habit. Why 
not let him enjoy it? 

But you will recall that I 
can be strict, too ~ whatever 
the age. When a bad habit 
is distinctly harmful to an 
older person, I'll say ‘‘quit’* 
—without remorse. 

For example, consider the 
complaint of this 75-yearold 
patient: “It's a little late to 
correct mistakes of the past. I 
have been smoking for 59 
years—cigarettes for 52 years. 
(Friends and relatives used to 
send me cartons while I was 
in the Army.) 

Until 10 years ago I was con: 
vinced that smoking never 
harmed me. At 65 1 could eas- 
ily climb stairs two at a time, 
and fast. with no discomfort. 
But coughing and phlegm be- 
gan to bother me and Ied me 
to have a bronchogram taken 
~— and POW! 

Because of shortness of 
breath, 1 am nearly incapaci- 
tated. I've lost Weight, appe- 
tite. I have that awful feeling 
of exhaustion alter the slight- 
est exertion. Dr. Steincrohn, 
isn't it true that when you take 
away cigarettes w prolong life 
it’s like sounding the death 
knell to freedom and the love 
of life as I have known it? Be 
cauge the medical profession 
was 50 years late in discover- 


ing the hazards of cigarette 
smoking, why should I be ac- 
cused of self-destruction? 
I've cut down my smoking 
from three packs to one and 
one-half packs a day. Telling 
me to quit just like that is like 
telling a man he has to quit 
cating. Have you got the nerve 
to say “no smoking’? — Mr. 


Comment: if you hae no sy:np- 
toms at 75 I'd say go on. En- 
jey yourself. But in your case 
ase Is no excuse for continu- 
ing a bad and destructive hab- 
it.

Little Words Ambiguous

It's semantically interesting 
that the average person stands 
in awe or suspicion of “big 
words” and believes they are 
used to bamboozle him. Actu- 
ally, the opposite is more of- 
ten the case — propagandists 
and demagogues always use 
“little words.” because they 


* know that litle words scem 


to be clear and definite but are 
really quite ambiguous. 

As a current example, we 
get daily reports about Am- 
erican forces killing so many 
“Reds” in Vietnam, “Reds” is 
a short word everybody can 
understand — but it is wildly 
North Vietnamese boys, most 
of whom don’t know Kari 
Marx from Groucho. 

Simple minded theologians 
have done the same for cen- 
turies, with the little word 
“sin,” which seems specific 
and obvious to most people. 
Yet-we know now that many 
things once considered *'sins” 
are now called merely “er- 
rirs," and that dancing, play: 
ing cards, or drinking wine 
have absolutely nothing to do 
with the metaphysical idea of 
sin. 

It is not the big words that 
are dangerous — if we don’t 
Jook them up, or just ignore 
them. It is the little ones that 
we imagine we understand, and 


“that we suppose have the same 


meaning for other people, 
which lead peeple to war, per- 
secution and tyranny. : 
- Hardly anyone, for instance, 
grasps the full meaning of a © 
little word like “peace,”’ which 
Operates on at least three Ic- 
vels, First, there is inner 
“peace of mind’’; then’ there 
is'“civil peace” between per- 
sons of.the same community: 
then there is “international 
peace" between sovereign na- 
tions, which is an ‘ntirely dif- 
ferert kind of thing. 

Many people say “you can't 
have peace’ because human 
beings are full of aggressive 
instincts ~ but this is confus- 
ing the levels. War on an in- 
ternational scale is a social 
mechanism, and can be avoid- 
ed by proper social controls, 
no matter how “aggressive” 
people remain. Both cannibal- 
ism, and later slavery, were 
abolished by social controls, 
although people generally are 
no, “better"’ today than they 
were when they ate their en- 
emics or enslaved them, 

Big words are sometimes an 
attempt to sound Iearned or 
impressive, but ust as often 
thejy represent an attcmpt to 
be precise—as in. Icgal or me- 
dical terminology. A “heart at- 
tack" sounds simple to a lay- 
man, but7it doesn't mean 
much to a doctor, who is look- 
ing for a differential diag-

As a result, highway opera: 
tors have been scrambling since 
late February, with a Wvigor that 
has not been sogn for/five or six 
years, to get a share of the ton- 
nage that is available. But’ in 
doing so they were caught in a 
box that is essentially of their 
own making. 

Since the heady traffic days 
of early and mid-1969, fresh from 
almost two. full years of unpre- 
cedegted growth in business and 
in many cases, ‘profits, the ma- 
jor" Ontario trucking firms and 
the’ interprovincial firms based 
in Ontario planned a [ar-reach- 
ing, redress of what they saw as 
a fundamental injustice In their 
tariff structure, 

This. was because small ship- 
ments — commonly any ship- 
ment weighing less than 1,000 
pounds — were responsible for 
a disproportionately large share 
of truck operating costs, while 
providing a disproportionatcly 
small share of truck revenue 
and little or no contribution to 


profits.

Their solution to this fong- 
standing problem, particularly 
noticeable in recent years with 
the development of more so- 
phisticated costing techniques 
and computer costing and ac- 
counting systems, was to bal- 
ance small shipment costs with 
small shipment revenues — not 
fully, but to a much greater de- 
gree.

While shippers probably would 
stand up and cheer at such 
words, the highwa; carriers are 
not so inclined. They sce - in- 
creased trouble ahead for their 
industry if-the current chaotic 
rate situation continues, but at 
the same time they do-not see 
how the current dilemnia might 
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ACKWARD..

O'Keefe Centre — Yonge 
and Front Streets, in down- 
town Toronto, is an ultramod- 
ern structure of glass and gra- 
nite, The auditorium seats 
more than 3,000 for plays, cun- 
certs, opera, ballet. and other 
productions, Tours Wednes- 
day and Saturday at 11 a.m. 

Ontario Science Centre — On 
Don Mills Rd, just south of 
Eglinton Ave. East. You will 
crouch in a capsule and make 
a docking in space. You will 
stand in the cramped. crude 
and somchow touching labora: 
tory of the discoverers of in- 
sulin, You will peer, with them 
through the mists at the mys- 
terious, taunting Isles of Lan- 
gerhans. You will look into 
your own private microscope 
and see, staring back, the ter- 
tible eye of the spider. Life 
from the fly's point of view. 
You will see what a $92,000 
electron microscope sees. You 
will see what only time itself 
has scen, Twenty-five thousand 
years roll by as you watch the 
birth, life;and death of a great 
glacier. 

You will not become super 
scientist after you've scen the 
Centre.

Thursday night, after a freak storm which killed at 


least four persons, injured about’150 and caused: mil- 
Hons of dollars in property damage in four communi- 


ties. 

The storm, packing torrential 
rain and winds of up to 90 miles 
an hour, smashed through the 
nearby mining communities: of 
Lively and Copper Cliff, into the 
southern edge of Sudbury and 
on to the logging community of 
Field 45 miles ¢o the east. 

The storm had the effect of a 
hurricane, leaving buildings in 
ruins, uprooting trees and sec- 
tions of concrete sidewalk, 
smashing windows and vehicles 
and cutting power and telephone 
lines. 

“TI was scared as hell,” said 
David Stott, who works at a re- 
finery in Copper Cliff. “I 
thought the building was blow- 
ing up and there had been a big 
explosion.” 

“We just stood in the middle 
ofthe house,” said J, P. Ste 
vens after freeing his 12-year- 
old son from debris torn from 
the roof of their garage in 
Lively. “That's all we could do. 
Glass was flying all around."

BOMBAY (CP) — A woman 
may be the prime minister of 
this country, but this doesn

The government of Uttar Pra- 
desh Indira Gandhi's home 
province, proposes to recruit 
only men to all executive posi- 
tions in the provincial adminis- 
tration. 

Chief Minister Charan Singh 
Says that “‘as a rule it has been 
found that women are not in a 
position to fill executive posts in 
the government with the re- 
quired degree of responsibility 
and efficiency.” + 

Singh has proposed that 
henceforth ‘women in his prov- 
ince will only be given jobs in 
the medical and educational 
fields, They would not be placed 
in charge of government depart- 
ments or state-owned undertak- 
ings 


According to reports in the In- 
dian press the Uttar Pradesh 
government has asked the fed- 
oral eo to withdraw 
rom province women mem- 
bers of the Indian Administra- 
tive Service. The IAS is the 
highest federal civil service 
from which the Provinces get 
senior officials on ‘deputation.’ 

Singh is reported to hold the 
view that women executives in 
government are more a liability 

an asset. He believes that 
as heads of government depart- 
ments they are incapable of act- 
ing firmly, 

Said a provincial official: 
“Women are fickle-minded. 
Often, women executives make 
a mess of things.” 

Singh's plan to deny executive 
Jobs to women has assumed the 
dimensions of a major national 
controversy. 

Ram Narain Tripathi, a for- 
mer aide of Singh has called 
for ‘nationwide’ demonstra- 
tions against the Uttar Pradesh 
government's “insidious scheme 
to turn women into slaves," 

Mr, TripathI said: “Mr, 
Singh's campaign against 
women has shocked all lovers of 
freedom and equality. Hitler 
and Mussolini also held similar
